Financial Panic in Caracas. 
{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

CARACAS, Jan. 4.—There was a financial 
panic at Caracas yesterday afternoon. 

A large number of small traders and private 
depositors went together to the office of the 
Bank of Veneguela for the purpose of ex- 
changing the bank’s notes for silver. The 
bank refused to exchange more than $20 
worth of notes for any one person, and at 
4 o'clock in the afternoon closed its doors, 

The panic continued, Bills issued by the 
bank are now selling for 80 per cent of their 
face value. — 

The leading firms at Caracas, notwithstand- 
ing the present situation, have presented no 
notes for redemption, as they are all inter- 
ested in supporting the bank. 

Castro Says He Will Stick. 
‘Phe report that President Castro proposes 
to abdicate or resign the presidency of Vene- 
guela is denied by the president himself. He 
said today: 

“I have fought during two years to retain 
the supreme power which was invested in me 
by the people of Veneguela. I will no more 
abdicate than/I will resign. The Matos reyo- 
lution, without assistance from foreign pow- 
ers, will soon be a past story.” 

The course pursued by the allied powers 
in maintaining the blockade of La Guayra 
has caused astonishment among the foreign 
residents of this city. When the Dutch 
steamer Prins Willem V. arrived off La 
Guayra to take on board the European mails 
the authorities at La Guayra sent the mail 
out in a small boat. This boat was stopped 
by the British cruiser on blockade and the 
mail bags were taken on board the warship, 
The postal clerks who were in the smal! boat 
say the mail bags, notwithstanding their pro- 
tests, were opened on board the cruiser. —

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BRIBERY CHARGE CAUSES PANDE- 
MONIUM IN FEDERA 


Albert Young Directly Aceuses M. B. 
Madden of Steamfittters, and Two 
Nearly, Come to Blows — One 
Thousand Excited Delegates Jump 
to Their Feet to Take Sides—Chica- 
go City Ratlway and Municipal Of- 
fieers Said to Be Involved. 


Charges that money has been used to bribe 
certain prominent labor leaders of the city 
to sell out young trades unions came up yes- 
terday afternoon at the wildest and largest 
meeting ever held by the Chicago Federation 
of Labor. They were voiced by Albert Young 


against the accusation of being a’ traitor 
to the loca] movement. 

The charges are result of the long fight 
between the teamsters and the building 
trades to control the federation, They were 
presented during a personal struggle be- 
tween Young and M. B. Madden, business 
agent of the Junion Steamfitters, in whieh 
secret conferences were mentioned, and the 
inner workings of a scheme, in which Young 
asserted both had a part, were laid bare. 

So bitter a contest never before marked 
a public labor meeting in Chicago. Both 
men were white with anger, while the 1,100 
delegates present were in a high state of ex- 
eitement. President G. V. Lighthal) of the 
federation was helpless to stem the exposé 
which the delegates wanted to hear in de- 
tail, as it revealed a hitherto unknown field 
of labor negotiations. 

Madden Faces Bitter Opposition. 

Madden has long been active in labor pol- 
itics, but he has seldom addressed the fed- 
eration. He faced bitter opposition, but 
stood his ground until the hostile element 
granted his request for an investigating com- 
mittee. Before this body the charges, which 
involve offers of $2,500 to individual men for 
single cases, bribex of positions in the city 
hall and on the Chicago City railway com- 
pany pay rolis at $150 a month, will be pre- 
sented. 

Yesterday's storm broke while men were 
being nominated for the presidency of the 
federation. The election at the next meeting 
will settle the question of whether the old 
régime, of which Madden is a leader, or the 
teamsters, led by Young, are to be dictators. 
Both factions had slates and Madden opened 
the fight. 

“I want to place in nomjnation for the 
presidency,’ he began, “ a man whd has been 
a traitor to the movement. I defy any one 
to say he has not been. He was at Hast Bt. 
Louis when the Chicago candidate for presi- 
dency of the state federation was defeated 
through his desertion. I want to nominate 
this man and I'll name him, Albert Young, 
president of the teamsters."’ 


Young Charges Attempted Bribery. 

Young was in an ante-room, but hurried 
to the hall when he heard what had been 
said. | 

“ Never before have I been charged with 
being a traitor,” he shouted. “It is a lic. 
I defy any man to prove the allegation. li 
Madden wants a fight with me he can get it, 
and he will get it all along the line.”’ 

“ Me, too,” yelled Madden, rising from his 
seat and starting toward Young. “I have 
been in this movement too long to be talked 
to like that.’ 

Madden walked down the aisle, but before 
he had taken many steps the entire gathering 
arose and there were cries of “ Stop him!” 
“ Put them out!” and “ Let them go on!”

The Dublin land conference issued a vol-

ownership. As the process of direet state 
interference In purchase and resale would 
be generally tedious and unsatisfactory, 
therefore, except where owners or haif oc- 
cupiers so desire, and except in those dis- 
tricts under the congested districts board, 
the report recommends that the settlement 
should be made between the owner and the 
eccupier, subject to the necessary investi- 
gation by the state ag to title, rental, and se- 


The report emphasizes the desirability of 


inducing landlords to continue to reside in 
Ireland, and, with this purpose in view, it 
says an equitable price should be paid to 
é@wners, based upon income, and that pro- 
vision ought to be made for the resale to 
owners 
The, purchase price should either be assur- 
ance by the state of such income, or the pay- 
ment of a capital sum producing it, at & per 
cent or 3% per cent.

“ Our investigations have shown that the 
present high prices of coal are unjust and 
unwarranted,” declared a manufacturers last 
night, whose plant consumes a score of tons 
of coal a day.

What, therefore, is the cause of the pres- 
ent extortionate prices? We believe that 
dealers and coal roads—for the twe are

“ We believe, too, that if this combination 
could be broken coal prices would soon be 
somewhere near normal. At ‘tomorrow's 
meeting we expect the executive committee 
of the Illinois Manufacturers’ association to 
dec for vigorous legal action to end this 
unlawful combination. Just what steps will 
be taken, of course, depends on the outcome 
of temorrow's diseussion. I feel confident, 
however, from what I know of the evidence 
eollected that @ special grand jury will be 
asked to take action in the matter in so far 
as its jurisdiction lies. | 

“Present conditions, I believe, warrant 
broader action than a state grand jury can 
take, and I think it highly probable that the 
federal authorities will be petitioned to con- 
vene a special federal grand jury in the case. 

Anti-Trust Law Broken. 

* Conditions, ag they exist at present in 
the coal market, I feel sure violate the Sher- 
man anti-trust law, and consequently are 
something of which the federal authoritics 
should take cognizance, Many of the coal 
roads practically control the dealers’ firms 
and in other instances officials of these roads 
are largely interested in the local coal han- 
diing concerns. This being the case, it is 
Impossible to separate the one from the 
other, and both, I believe, are implicated to 
an almost equal extent. 

“ Above all, it should be understood; and 
this the manufacturers believe they can 
prove, that there is no such coal shortage 
as the people are led to believe. Our experi- 
ence has shown us that it is not a question 
of getting coal to Chicago, but of paying for 
it after it ig here. Plants have been shut 
dc n in Chicago not because there fs not 
coal here but because it is held at prohibi- 
tive prices. Practically every big consumer 
has a ¢ontract with some dealer to supply 
him with coal, These contracts are being 
violated right and left, and, we believe, with- 
out warrant. The dealers’ excuse is that they 
cannot supply the coal because of the recent 
anthracite strike. There is a clause in all 
coal contracts exempting dealers in case 
of a strike in the coal fields, and this is their 
| exouse. 

Think Strike Excuse Invalid. 


_ “ We hold, howefer, that this excuse is not 
valid under present conditions, as the strike 
in the anthracite fields in Pennsylvania has 
been over for two months, and there is and 
has been no labor trouble in the Iilinols and 
Indiana coal mines. whence Chicago draws 
a large part of its fuel supply. The dealers, 
we believe, have merely taken advantage of 
conditions to ‘place unwarranted prices on all 
kinds of coal. 

“Two or three weeks ago, when we saw 
that the condition of the coal market was 
rapidly growing critical, we made an tnvesti- 

gation, and as a result demanded of the rail- 
roads that they, use their utmost endeavors 
to bring coal to Chieago. Then came the 
efforts of the newspapers and of the attorney 
general. As a result the roads were spurred 
to action, and today the supply of coal in Chi- 
| cago has been greatly increased. This has

B. A. Eck- 
hart & Co., who within the last ten days 
have been forced to suspend operation two 
or three times because their plant ran ou€ of 
fuel, have only a two days’ supply on hand 
and are confronted with the probability of 
another shutdown on Wednesday unless 
something is done in the meantime. Many 
other big plants are in a serious condition.

Ship Plant in Trouble. 


The statement that the plant of the Chi- 
cago Shipbuilding company on the Calumet 
Is to be closed down indefinitely because its 
coal was cut off was denied yesterday by 
officials of the company. 

* Our coal supply failed us on Friday,” said 
W. L. Brown, president of the company, 
“and we were unable to use our machine 
shop and air tools that afternoon and on 
Saturday. I hope that a supply will be re- 
ceived by tomorrow morning, and everything 
will be going on as usual. We do not use 
much coal—not more than a car and a half a 
day--and our supply failed us because the 
tailroads did not deliver it to us promptly.” 

Five hundred men were laid off in the yards 
because of the shutdown, but 900 of the em- 
ployés were kept at work at odd tasks. 


Aldermen Demand Improvement. 


Members of the council’s railway commit- 
tee are inclined to take a more hopeful view 
of the situation, although they declafe that 
conditions need radical improvement. 

“Chicago certainly needs better storage 
facilities for coal in order to avoid a repeti- 
tion of the conditions we have just gone 
through,” said- Ald. Friestedt. “‘ Years ago 
every yard had room for dumping a lot of 
coal on the ground, and we ought to have 
some such arrangement now. Of course, it 
is cheaper for the dealers to handle the coal 
direct from the cars, but they should have 
something of a stock for emergencies. 

“*I do not believe the railroads purposely 
kept back the loaded cars at any time, and 
since the matter was brought to their no- 
tice by. this agitation they have done every- 
thing in their power to relieve the situation. 
It seems to me that the worst has passed. 
The holiday season is over, the. miners will 
work steadily, and the railroads should fur- 
nish cars to hau! the coal away. 6%. 

“The blame for the worst feature of the 
famine I charge to a number of local dealers. 
Of course, it is human nature to take ad- 
vantage of a scarcity to make profits, but I 
do not think it right for a set of men to try 
to enrich themselves at the expense of the 
suffering of their fellows. The way most 
of the dealers kept away from the meetings 
of our committee did not make * aga case 


look any better.”’ 


Park Gets No Coal. 

In Lincoln park the condition continues to 
be serious, as no coal was received during the 
day, owing to the teamstefs’ strike, and the 
coal on hand will last only two days more. 

Piled about the doors of the heating plant 
of the big conservatory are many cords of 
wood, a product of the dead park trees, but 
this wood would not last long, Supt. Warder 
It also is unsatisfactory fuel for 
steaming purposes. 

The heating plant at the animal house uses 
slack, of which there remains enough to 
last two days. The animals did not suffer 
yesterday, the park authorities said.

“Get Coal’’ Meeting in Chicago. 

Netroit, Mich., Jan. 4.—Mayor William C. 
Maybury of Detroit announced tonight that 
a meeting of the executive committee of the 
recent “get coal convention,” which was 
held in Detroit, has been called for the latter 
part of next week, probably Saturday, in 
Chicago, to discuss means for obtaining a 
supply of anthracite coal. Mayor Maybury 
said several members of the committee had 
already signified their intention to be pres- 
ent. 


Coal Famine Near Big Mines. 

Pottsville, Pa., Jan. 4.—[{Special.]—A coal 
famine exists in the heart of the anthracite 
coal region. Although Pottsville is the 
headquarters of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing Coal and Iron company, that company 
‘is without a pound of coal, and consumers 
are clamoring for fuel. Families who are 
entirely out of coal are being supplied by a 
bucketful or two by neighbors who are bet- 
ter supplied. This is the second time since 
the strike that the company’s chutes here 
have been without coal. It is promised that 
two cars of forty tons each will be dumped 
in the chutes tomorrow, but that will be but 
slight relief, for over 500 orders of from one- 
haif to one ton are in the hands of haulers 
and consumers to be filled. 


Advance Coal 10 Cents a Ton. 


Belleville, Ill., Jan. 4.—[Special.J—An ad- 
vance of 10 cents a ton on the rate of coal 
shipped from any point in INinois to any Ili- 
nois city was announced here by the Illi- 
nois Central today to take effect tomorrow. 


Move 3,500 Cars of Anthracite. 

Reading, Pa., Jan. 4.—The Reading com- 
pany has transported to market during the 
last forty-eight hours 3,500 cars of anthra- 
cite coal. This movement of coal began 
yesterday morning, and in forwarding this 
great quantity the company is breaking its 
record. Today every locomotive of all 
classes was pressed into service and all 
available freight crews were called upon to 
lend a hand. 


MORE ENGLEWOOD CITIZENS _ 
DEMAND ‘L’ ROAD EXTENSION. 


 fnsist That a New Branch of South Side 


Line to Sixty-ninth Street Shall Be a 
Condition of Franchise Grant. 


Bnglewood citizens uttered another pro- 
test yesterday against granting any further 
franchises to the South Side elevated road 
unless the company agreed to extend its line 
to Sixty-ninth street, between Loomis and 
Wood streets. This meeting was held at 
Heitmann’s hall, Fifty-third street and Ash- 
land avenue, and 500 people attended. 

Resolutions were adopted declaring that 
the transportation facilities in that section 
of the city are deplorable, with no prospect 
of an improvement of the present service, 
and calling on the city council to protect that 
neighborhood by insisting on an extension of 
the elevated road as a condition to securing 
a new franchise. 

Several hundred signatures were secured 
to a petition addressed to President Carter of 
the elevated road asking for the extension 
as indicated.

The 
trust bill which will finally be known as the 
administration measure will be a composite 
of the bills already submitted by Senators 
Cullom and Hoar, to which will be added 
some original ideas of the attorney general. 
The senate judiciary committee will have a 
series of hearings, nominally on the various 
bills now referred to the committee, but real- 
ly to bring out the views of the attorney 
general.

“There is so much uncertainty as to what

Instead of paying a direct subsidy it seems to 
me a discriminating duty in favor of im- 
ports transported in American constructed 
ships would solve the problem. Under a 
scheme of this kind there would never be any 
question as to whether the law would be 


administered honestly, as on a- certain | 


amount of tonnage 4 fixed percentage would 
be allowed and the benefits would go to those 
who earned them.”

“A dark brown t has appeared recently 
on the west side ofthe gilded dome of the 
‘congressional library which has caused a 
question whether the charges of extrava- 
gance which have been brought against the 
architects of the library, especially with re- 
gard to the gold dome, have not some justi- 
fication, if in so short a time the gold leaf 
has yielded to wind and weather. As a mat- 
ter of fact, only a small area is affected,and 
that is due to the inaccurate application of 
the gold leaf at that particular spot. As soon 
as the weather permits scaffolding will be 
put up and workmen set to the task of re- 
gilding the affected portion of the dome. 

Greatly exaggerated estimates have been 
given and gained popular credence as to the 
actual cost of gilding the dome of the library. 
The total sum expended for the gold leaf, the 
scaffolding used by the workmen, and the 
cost of gilding, an area of 11,000 square feet, 
was exactly $38,800, and the work was done 
by the day instead of by contract. Itis no 
uncommon thing to hear visitors place the 
cost of the dome at'as high as $90,000. The 
gold leaf is really cheaper in the end than 
paint, as it is far more|durable, lasting fifteen 
or twenty years, while paint would have to be 
applied in enormous quantities at frequent 


intervals.

Supreme Court Will Review Finding |

Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 4.—[Editor of The 
Tribune. ]—Replying to your inquiry, I will 
say the next procedure in the beef trust 
cases will be the final argument before the 
Missouri Supreme court en banc on Jan. 26, 
1903. The cases will be taken by the Su- 
preme court on the facts upon the findings 
of the commissioner and the printed. evi- 
dence filed with the court upon whith the 
commissioner found the packers had violat- 
ed the anti-trust laws of Missouri by com- 
bining to fix, control, and regulate prices 


to be paid by the consuming public for their 


products. When argued on the 26th the 

case is finally submitted to the court of last 

resort in our state for their final decision.

Rely on Federal Courts. 

St. Joseph, Mo., Jan. 4.—[Special.}]—*“ The 
packers of St. Joseph are relying on the fed- 
eral courts for justice,’’ is the manner in 
which one of the general managers tonight 
expressed the attitude of the members of the 
combine toward the findings of Master in 
Chancery Kinley at Jefferson City yesterday. 
The minute an effort is made on the part of 
Attorney General Crow to impose a heavy 
fine or attack the charters of the packers 
appeal to the federal courts will be made. 

One general manager of a packing house 
tonight said: “If Attorney General Crow 
would be content to accept a reasonable fine 
of, say, $1,000 from each member of the ecom- 
bine the controversy might end there. But 
if the charters of the houses are to be at- 
tacked, the case will be stubbornly con- 
tested.”’ 

Claims Court Is Unfair. 


* The Supreme court of Missouri is against 
us,” said another packer. ‘‘ We probably 
would have little show before that body 
under any circumstances.” 

The president of the grocers’ union, most 
of whose members operate meat markets and 
buy their supplies from the packers in the 
combine, said tonight that no difference had 
been made in prices of meats since the prose- 
cutions began. He said: 

“The combine, as far as prices are con- 
cerned, is in effect as fully now as any time 
in the past.”’ 

The business men are apprehensive that 
further prosecution may drive the packers 
out of the state. ° 


Packers’ Silence Grows Deeper. 


The report delivered to the Missouri Su- 
preme court declaring the ‘* packers’ trust ”’ 
guilty of fixing prices had no effect in Chi- 
cago beyond deepening the silemce which 
the accused companies maintain as to their 
Officers of 
the concerns involved refused to discuss the 
text of Commissioner I. H. Kinley’s opinion 
of the evidence submitted: ; 

It was evident from the attitude of some

When J. Ogden Armour was asked for his 
opinion of the report he merely sald: “I 
know nothing about the matter, and I have 
nothing to say.”’ ' 

Arthur Meeker declined to discuss the mat- 
ter, as also did Edward F. Swift. 

“I saw the heading of the article in the 
paper this morning,’ said L. A. 
treasurer of Swift & Co., but I haven't read 
the report, and, of course, can offer no opin- 
jon in the matter." . 

A. H. Veeder, general counsel for Swift, 
said: “All I know about this commissioner’s 
report is what I have read in the paper. I 
have nothing to say.’’ |

John Thurow, 11 Years Old, Risks His 


Life to Save Two Brothers *7ho Had 
Broken Through Ice in the Lake, 


After a desperate struggle, in which his 
own life was endangered, John Thurow, 11 
years old, rescued one of two boy skaters 
who had broken through the ice in the lake 
yesterday, but the other boy was drowned. 

Patrick McInerney, 8 years old, was carried 
to the shore by Thurow. William MclIner- 
ney, three yedrs older, was swept under the 
ice and his body was recovered several hours 
later by the police. 

The appearance of the half unconscious 
survivor of the two brothers, carried by the 
police to the home at 504 East Twenty-sev- 
enth street, caused an abrupt termination 
of a children’s party arranged for ‘himself 
and the dead brother. 


Go Skating; Party Assembles. 

‘The two boys left their home a few blocks 
away about 3 o’clock. Their father, Mathew 
Mclnerney, had made preparations for a 
delayed holiday party, and the mother had 
toid her sons to go out for a few hours, in- 
tending to surprise them on their return with 
small gifts and the greetings of their play- 


mates. 


Thurow, who is not the owner of a pair of 


skates, was standing on the shore watching 


the sport. The McInerney brothers had 


skated out twenty feet from the shore line, 


and there the ice gave way beneath them, 
and with one cry for help they sank. 7 

Thurow heard the call, and shouting for 
assistance to skaters at ‘the Weaver beach, a 


short distance away, he ran toward the point 


of land nearest the boys. A piece of railway 
timber was lying on the shore, and shoving 
it before him the youth crept along the ice, 
which was crumbling and cracking, to the 
place where the boys had fallen into the 
water. 

Grasped by the Rescuer. 

The elder brother failed to come to the 
surface again, and as Patrick arose he w 
seized by the rescuer. In a moment one arm 
was grasped desperately by the drowning 
boy, whom Thurow vainly endeavored to 
shake off. But for the buoying aid of the 
log the rescuer would have been drowned. . 

John Walsh, 2544 Prairie avenue, pulled 
the two boys to a place of safety and Thurow 
declared his intention of returning for the 
other boy, but he was restrained by others. 
The Cottage Grove avenue police were sum- 
moned and with their assistance the body 
of William McInerney was recovered by 
Waish three hours later. 

When Patrick McInerney was taken home 
his mother was prostrated by the news, and 
physicians were in attendance on her and 
the rescued boy during the evening. 


Young Hero Is Modest. 


John Thurow, the boy hero, hurried to his 
home, 2514 South Park avenue, where he 
changed his clothing and left without telling 
his mother of the occurrence. Later when 
friends and policemen sought to praise him 
he at first disclaimed any knowledge of the 
rescue. He is the only son of a widow, and 
has helped to support her for several years. 
Last summer he rescued a boy from drown- 
ing at the Weaver beach. 

‘* What's the use of talking about it?’ said 
Thurow. ‘‘ What did you think I ought to 
do, anyway; let them drown? Yes, I pulled 
a kid out at the beach last summer that was 
nearly drowned, but I didn’t ask him his 
name. I don’t know what it was. I don’t 
like to talk about it anyway. What's the 
use?’

Workers were unseated, because their or- 
ganization was adjudged guilty of selling its 
labels to nonunion manufacturers. This ac- 
tion was the outcome of the long fight be- 
tween the garment workers and the special 
order clothing workers for jurisdiction in 
Chicago. 

The engineers, firemen, and other employés 
in all the Chicago breweries will form a 
joint council Jan. 15 for mutual benefit and 
protection. The ultimate object of the coun- 
cil is to unionize all of the establishments 
and force the brewers to use the union label. 
The three organizations have been at odds 
for several years, as the brewery workers 
claimed jurisdittion over the firemen and 
engineers, most of whom were in their or- 
ganization. |

goods, are waging a fight for a nine hour day, 
The employés of F. P. Smith, 26 to 50 Chester 
street, promise to strike today.

BIG FIRM IS A FIRE LOSER, 


FRANKLIN MACVEAGH & CO.’S 
FACTORY BURBNS. 


Loss in Concern in Newberry Avenue, 
Near Halsted Street, Estimated at 
$225,000—Fast Train on the Burling- 

- tom Is Flagged by Firemen While 


Rushing Toward Blocked Track—Is_ 
Hours and Passengers | 


Held for 
Watch Department Fight the Blase. 


Fire in the canning and preserving plant 
of Franklin MacVeagh & Co., 232-42 New- 
berry avenue, caused an estimated loss of 
$225,000 last night and furnished a specta- 
cle for several hundred persons. 

For a time other properties were threatened 
with destruction, and after having turned 
in a general alarm Fire Chief Musham called 
for five additional engines, which were kept 
busy pumping water on nearby structures. 
The fire was discovered shortly after 10 
o'clock, and it was nearly midnight before it 
seemed under control. Then at 1 a. m. ijt 
broke forth with renewed force, and it was 
said the loss would/be complete. 

While working on the slippery ladders a 
number of the firemen narrowly escaped fall- 
ing, and two of their number, E. Bergstrqm 
and C: G. Wowald, were painfully cut by 
‘glass that crushed down from the windows 
above the third story, where they were at 


work. 
Fast Train Is Flagged. 


Soon after the general alarm was turned 
in twenty or more leads of hose were spread 
across the network of railway tracks which 
span Halsted street near the scene of the 
fire, and switching on the tracks was sus- 
pended.’ While the fire was at its worst the 
Burlington fast express, which leaves the 
Union station at 10:30, approached the cross- 
ing at a high speed. 

The firemen, realizing the danger, ran 
ahead with lanterns and brought the train 
to a standstill shortly before the locomotive 
reached the first line of hose. Had the train 
not been flagged promptly it would have cut 
the lines of hose, and even more serious con- 
sequences might have followed, the fire- 
men say, as the hose could easily have be- 
come entangled in the running gear of the 
locomotive and thus caused it to leave the 
track. 

After the train had been stopped most of 
the passengers left the cars and watched 
the firemen fight the blaze. The train was 
delayed nearly four hours. 


Fire’s Origin Not Clear. 
The origin of the filreis not clear. It was 
reported that it started from an explosion, 
but no one could be found who could sub- 
stantiate this. 
The firemen had difficulty in subduing the 
flames because they penetrated to all of the 
four floors of the building before they had- 
an opportunity to combat them. The win- 
dows of the building were small and pro- 
tected with iron shutters, and it was almost 
impossible to enter the building. 
The warehouse was erected ten years ago 
between the tracks of the Burlington and 
Terminal Transfer railroads. The cost of 
construction was $75,000. The loss on the 
building is estimated at $50,000. It has 
a -frontage of 150 feet and a depth of 75 feet, 
extending from Halsted street to Newberry 


avenue. 


The bulk of the loss was on the stock, whi 
consisted in most part of canned goods and 
preserves, together with a large amount of 
machinery. 


BEAT SENTRY AND ESCAPE: _ 
ONLY TO BE RECAPTURED. 


Two Fort Sheridan Prisoners Make a 
Daring Break for Liberty, but Are 
Caught by Cavalrymen. | 


A daring escape of two prisoners from 
Fort Sheridan yesterday was followed by a 
chase in which mounted cavalrymen anda 
score of infantrymen took part. Ata point 
ten miles from the fort two of the cavalry- 
men came upon the fugitives, captured them’ 
after a’ struggle, and then marched them 
back to the barracks at the points of their 
rifles. 

The prisoners are Frank Strasser and R. J. 
Pleasance, who were undergoing sentences 
for desertion. In making their break for 
liberty they almost added murder to their 
offense, as they brutally beat John Cook, a 
private of company M, Twentieth infantry, 
under whose charge they were. 


Surprise and Beat Guard. 


Early in the morning Cook was given 
charge of Strasser and Pleasance and took 
them to the garbage crematory in the ravine 
back of the quarters of Col. McCaskey. Cook 
jumped down first from the wagon on which 
they were riding, and while his back was 
turned Strasser and Pleasance jumped on 
him. 

The sentry’s rifle was grabbed by one of 
the prisoners, while the other pinned his 
arms to his side. Then Cook was clubbed on 
the head with the butt of the rifle and 
knocked insensible. 

Strasser and Pieasance took Cook’s rifle 
and revolver and started north through the 
ravine. Cook revived in half an hour and 
managed to make his way to the guard- 
house, where he reported the escape to Lieut. 
P. J. Powers, officer of the day, who as- 
sembled troop L of the Second cavalry and 
started detachments out in all directions. 

Early in the afte Corporal Jacob 
Henopp and Private Thomas Moon, who had 
been sent north, came upon a trace of the 
fugitives at Lake Bluff, where the agent of 
the Northwestern railroad said he had seen 
two soldiers secure a change of clothing and 
then start to walk west, evidently with the 
intention of catching a train on the Chicago, 
Milwaukee and St. Paul railway. 

Starting west on the road that the prisoners 
had taken the cavalrymen sighted them at 3 
o’clock in the afternoon. Then, making a 
detour through the woods, they sprang upon 
the fugitives and overpowered them after a 
struggle.

Germans Rail at Monroe Doctrine. 
[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 
BERLIN, Jan. 4.—Berlin newspapers are 


press the claims against Venezuela in any 
manner deemed expedient, regardless of the 
Monroe doctrine and the views of the United + 
States. 

The Vossische Zeitung (independent liberal) 
regards Germany's. proceedings against 
Venezuela as entirely within the limts of In- 
ternational law. It says: : 

“ Whoever has a claim against another 
tries to collect it whether they be private 
individuals or nations. If anybody disputes 
our right to compel payment of the Venezue- 
lan claim we must ask that person if he be 
willing to pay the debt himself, or give guar- 
‘antees therefor. If so, the matter speedily 
could be settled; but, if this other person is 
unwilling to give such guarantees, his ob- 
jections a6 not concern us. 


United States in the Way. 


“ The United States could settle the trouble 
between Germany and Venezuela in a mo- 
ment if it would stand good for the pay- 
ment of our claims; but the United States is 
unwilling to take this step, and we cannot 
demand that it do so. In this case the United 
States should not hinder Germany from pur- 
suing the course that is deemed expedient.’’ 

The Vossische Zeitung refers to what it 
calls the “ wild noise” in a portion of the 
American press, which declares that Ger- 
many has no right, under the Monroe doc- 
trine, to take forcible action in Venezuela, 
and that Germany has not even recognized 
the Monroe doctrine, and continues: 

“The latter assegtion is correct. No other 
European state ever recognized this doc- 
trine, and we believe no European country 
will ever do so."" 


** Later interpretations of the Monroe doc- 
trine,’’ continues the Vossische Zeitung, ‘* do 
not involve the defined hegemony of the 
United States over Central and South Amer- 
ica. The United States claims suzerainty 
over these countries with the right of inter- 
vention, but denies to European countries 
the right to interfere in their political af- 
fairs. How far such suzerainty extends and 
what rights and obligations result from it 
have never been cleared up. 

“The Monroe doctrine does not belong to 
international law, but to conjectural pol- 
itics. It binds nobody and endows nobody 
with rights. Germany has no obligation to 
recognize and no occasion to dispute the 
Monroe doctrine. The South American 
states stand toward Germany as sovereign 
nations; they have all the rights and all the 
obligations of sovereign states, and, having 


Criticism for “ the Yankee.’’ 

The Taeglische Rundschau complains that

A copy of the repert|} has been sent to 
Chief Secretary Wyndham, who has under- 
taken to introduce a land purchase bill into 
parliament during the coming séssion, and 
he will undoubtedly be considerably influ- 
enced by its suggestions. | It is not, however, 
to be expected that he (will adopt all.the, 
recommendations contained in the report, 
as he is well aware that the conference has 
not been thoroughly. representative. Still 
he has a unique opportunity for solving the 
Irish land problem. | 

One great difficulty in the way Is the at- 
titude of wealthy land owners like the Mar- 
quis of Lansdowne, the dike of Abercorn, 
Col. Saunderson, who boycotted the confer- 
ence, and are consequently not likely to ex- 
press approval of its proposals. 

Ship Building inGermany. 

‘Germany is steadily progressing as a ship- 
building nation. In ceading to take British 
materials the German builders for a time 
lost money, but the tremendous impetus 
which the- shipbuilding * industry has re- 
ceived since 1895, largely owing to the in- 
fluence of the emperor, has made these tre- 
mendous losses good. At present, however, 
Germany is heavily hanficapped by the fact 
that the ironmaking centers lie far from 
the seacoast, and a much closer alliance be- 
tween the shipbuilding and itronmaking in- 
dustries will have to be effected before she 
ean hope to compete -~— with Great 
Britain. 

German shipbuilding yards were active 
during 1902, but the tendency to immensely 
increase the productive ¢apacity of estab- 
lishments which characterized other indus- 
tries was not noticeable to any extent. 
This probably accounts for the absence in 
that trade of the stagnation so general in 
Germany at the present time. 


Seeking Automobile Course. 

‘Representatives of the British Automobile 
club are ifispecting the roads in Ireland with 
a view to the race for the James Gordon 
Bennett cup. Parliament may be asked to 
pass an act which will suspend the twelve 
miles an hour limit as regards certain roads 
during certain hours on 4 specific day, but 
this step will not be taken until a sparsely 
inhabited and otherwise sgitable country has 
been found on which a race could be run 
with the hearty concurrence of the authort- 
ties and inhabitants. The event is exciting 
great interest in the autamobile world, and 
challenges have been received from America, 
France, and Germany.

FACULTIES DECAY. 


British Lecturer Denounces the Oyster 
as Responsible for Most of the 
Diseases of Men. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. } 
LONDON, Jan. 4.—Dr. Sir James Crich- 
ton H. Brown, in a lecture delivered here 
yesterday, dilated upon the decay in the 
digestive faculties of civilized man, to which 
he said a number of diseases could be traced. 
Not only have modern men not got such 
teeth as their ancestors had but their saliva 
is less abundant, owing to the softer, pulpier 
foods that are eaten. 

People are living to an incteasine ex- 
tent upon peptonized foots. The increase 
of appendicitis is largely flue to indigestion 
resulting from imperfect) mastication and 
the hurried methods of living. From the 
same cause people are léss able to resist 
disease. Consequently thére is greater rea- 
son for sanitary precautions, as injurious 
bacteria did a maximum ofharm. * 

He instanced various cases of dangerous 


ter as a potential torpedo) in the bowels. 

Referring to the recent outbreaks of 
typhoid fever in Westchester and South- 
ampton, he said the disease could be traced 
to oysters. He attributed indifference and 
indolence to the public and culpable negli- 
gence to purveyors, and declared that if 
legislation providing for |the stringent in- 
epection of oyster beds was not passed an 
incalculable amount of typhoid fever was 
in store. 

All foods needed enforced protection from 
bacterial contamination; Antisepticism 
must enter to some degree‘into the daily life 
of all and regulate shopping and cooking.

pears almost impossible to throw os the 


evil without upsetting the good 


“The Catholic church and the 


conscience cannot accept a system that is 
not all good. Even though Catholics are not 


numerous in the ranks of socialism, yet there | 


has been so much discussion and so many 
questions by our people that these lectures 
will be given to poifit out the evils of that 
teaching. 

‘In the first place, man ra person with an 


animal body and a spiritual and immortal | 
soul, endowed with intelligence and a free 


will. The things of the world he must use 
to attain an end, and no power can take away 
the means of attainment. The brute beast 
is not a person but merely a means which 
man is to use. Among the rights of man is 
the right to hold property, landed property. 
Man has the right to marry, and no power on 
earth can interfere with these rights. Man 
has a right to serve God according to his own’ 
conscience. 


Rights of the Family. 


“The family is thé next step and has 
rights that no state may justly evade. 
Among the rights,of the family is the right 
to educate its children. Families combined 
in large societies are in reality civil soci- 
eties or states. A state is the organization 
of families for mutual protection and beéne- 
fit. What business has the state to inter- 
fere with the individual and the family 
which existed before it and are its cause 
and foundation? The state has its sphere

THE PUERTO CABELLO AFFAIR. 

Last Saturday some marines-from the 
German fleet were landed at Puerto Cabello. 
They stationed themselves on the wharves 
.to protect from possible molestation thesea-

out of the harbor some small sailing vessels 
which had taken refuge there. After seven 
sloops, seven smal! sch and eight 
boats had been towed out of the harbor the 
marines were withdrawn. The residents of 
the town were wise enough to make no re- 
sistance.’

The total value of the vessels captured was 
about $40,000, Of the vessels taken some 
were mere fishing boats. Their seizure will 
make it harder for some Venezuelan'fisher- 
men to earn their living, but will not put.

Once upon a time Mr. Dazey went to Har- 
vard. Harvard was a college then afid nota 
university.

It was actually 
accepted and put on at the Boston Museum, 
where it failed to score anything wonderful 
in the way of a suctess.

Then he came back 
home to Quincy and sat down to write an- 
other play. His next production was called 
“The Ameriean King,” and James O'Neill 
was finally induced to produce it at Hooley’s 
theater, here in Chicago. It didn’t make a 
hit. - Mr. O'Neill tried to push it, but ft 
wouldn't push. But Dazey still stuck to his 
fountain pen. He dashed off a “ little thing ” 
for Katie Putnam.

* The Dearborn stock company yesterday 
added another nurhder to its already cred- 
itably long list of original productions by 
presenting at the matinée for the first time 
on any stage a three act comedy by I, N. 
Morris of this city.. The audience that 
crowded the theater in the evening found the 
new play decidedly to its taste, and, although 
a demand for the author was not made, and 
curtain calis for the players were not numer- 
ous, yet the tribute of hearty laughter was 
paid to all of the comedy scenes, and ap- 
proval was the pleasant portion of the more 
sentimental situations. 

The time of the comedy is laid at the close 
of the eighteenth century in England, and 
the plot has to do with a young girl, Millicent 
Blake by name, whoruns away from home in 
order to escape marrying a young noble, 
Lord Larkspur, whom her father has chosen 
to be her husband. She takes refuge with 
her grandfather, who has never seen her, 

‘owing to a dislike he has for the father, but 
who receives her with kindliness, and, in 
order to prevent the father’s claiming her 
should he follow, plans that she shall say for 
the time being that she has married the clerk, 
Peter, who has assisted her in her flight. 

To the grandfather's house has come Lord 
Larkspur and a friend, but they pass them- - 
selves off as lawyers who are on the way to 
visit Millicent’s father to arrange with him 
for the marriage of her with their client, 
Lord Larkspur. Of course the young people 
meet, the lord and Millicent fall in love, and 
after the necessary three acts they are united 
and all ends happily. . 

It will be seen that the plot is neither start- 
lingly new nor intensely interesting. It 
has to do, however, with the ever attractive 
subject of the love of two young people, and 
as the dramatist has placed the scene far 
enough in the past to permit the employ- 
ment of the picturesque costumes and speech 
of the long ago, the result is a pleasing and 
fairly enjoyable entertainment. That the 
third act is but a revamping, without any 
particular improvement, of the duel scene in 
“ The Rivals,’’ is undeniable, and lapses from 
the manner and speech of the time in which 
the play is laid are not infrequent. The 
author aleo repeatedly forgets that he started 
out along comedy lines and drops into some- 
thing closely-approaching farce. He also in- 
dulges in a moment of heroics—Ned’s preach- 
ment to Larkspur in the second act—so that 
the play in its entirety, suggests the hand of 
the beginner rather than the experienced 
dramatist, It is a mixture—neither comedy, 


farce, nor melodrama. 


The performance was one of remarkable 
smoothness and spoke in high commendation 
of the general competence and conscientious- 
ness of the company.

MARKLE ANSWERS MINERS 


INDEPENDENT OPERATOR BLAMES 
‘MITCHELL FOR STRIKES. 


Head of Big Concern Says His Men 
Were Well Paid, Cared For, and 
Housed, and Were Contented Until 
Union Organizers Came Into An- 
thracite Field—Explains Eviction 
of )Twelve Families—Denies Evt- 


, dence Given to Commission, 


Philadelphia, Pa., Jan. 4.—[Special.]}—John 
Markle, acting for G. B. Markle & Co., in- 
| dependent coal operators, has answered the 
demands of the miners. His answer, which 
will be submitted to the strike commission, 
‘which reassembles in this city tomorrow, 
declares the miners were always well treated, 
fairly paid, carefully housed and cared for, 
provided with physicians and nurses, and 
had no complaints to make against the com- 
| pany until the extension of the union into 
the collieries. He declares the company 
always has been ready to arbitrate with tts 
employés over any grievance, and charges 
that his men broke their contracts without 
giving an opportunity for arbitration. 

In reply to the evidence of witnesses before 
the commission Mr. Markle contradicts their 
statements flatly. He says he evicted twelve 
‘families from company houses because the 
men persisted in keeping miners away from 
his office after the strike ended, when he 
wanted to make sure that his men would 
abide by the decision of the strike commis- 


Tells of Benefits for Miners. 


Mr. Markle recites conditions and the sit- 
uations of his mines, states he employs 2,400 
men, and then says: 

““ Since 1880 there have always been a resi- 
dent physician and assistant physicians upon 
the property, until recently, with the excep- 
tion of a short interval. The firm selected 
the head physician, who chose his assistants, 
and we collected 75 cents a month for the 
married men and 50 cents a month for the 
single men over 21, and the amount collected 
was paid over to the physician without 
charge or deduction therefor. This arrange- 
@nent was not compulsory upon the men or 
families.”’ 

Mr. Markle tells how his wife brought 
trained nurses and introduced the system of 
district nursing. He says the men were not 
required to trade at company stores. 


Blames Mitchell for Strike. 


Continuing, the answer says a sliding scale 
of labor had been agreed upon in 1875. In 
September, 1897, a committee of miners pre- 
sented demands to the firm. An agreement 
was then in existence between the company 
and men to settle differences by arbitration. 
The company replied to the demands and re- 
-eeived no further communication from the 
miners, Work at the mines contiuned unin- 
terruptéd until the latter part of 1900, when 
John Mitchell made his headquarters at 


Hazleton and endeavored to organize the 


Markle employés. 

In September, 1900, another list of griev- 
ances was furnished the firm, the company’s 
answer being that the officials would be will- 
ing to arbitrate. The next communication 
from the men demanded arbitration, but the 
employés broke their agreement with the 
company by striking before their grievances 
had been submitted to arbitration. 

Finally, on Oct. 27, 1900, a committee of the 
men appealed to the firm for an adjustment 
cf the differences. This was accomplished 
and on ,Oct. 29 work was resumed at the 
mines. - 

“ Between 1900 and 1902,” the answer says, 
“many requests were made for the correc- 
tion of alleged grievances, which were all 
acted upon; but never did the men make any 
complaint In reference to the method of col- 
lecting the dues for the doctors or the prizes: 
nor was attention called to any defect in re- 
spect to ventilation, or unfair treatment at 
the store; nor as to the size of the cars: noras 
to the slope cleaning, or the docking, until 
— 1902, and the men were entirely satis- 
fied. 

“In the course of the hearings at Scran- 
ton, complaint was made of the size of the 
cars, but in reality the size has not been 
changed. It was also alleged that the dock- 
ing was excessive, but the accountant will 
testify that it was less than 2 percent. Ob- 
jection was also made that the full 10 per 
cent advance was not given. The advance 
was correctly calculated,” 


Tells of Evictions. 


The answer says that after the appoint- 
ment of the strike commission the company 
asked all its old men to bring in their brass 
checks and a rumor started that the men 
were to be*made to sign an tron clad agree- 
ment. Mr. Markle admits he was unwilling 
to take back the men without an agree- 
ment that they would abide by the finding 
of the commission. He says the men who 
had been strike leaders prevented miners 
from coming to the office and that because 
of this he caused the eviction of twelve fam- 
ilies from company houses. — 

Mr. Markle says the father of the boy 
Chippie was killed as a result of his own 
negligence. He was not indebted to the 
firm at the time of his death. His earnings 
for the previous six months amounted to 
$330. Mrs. Chippie paid nothing for rent or 
coal. Henry Coll, one of the evicted men, 
hal always received good wages, Mr. Markle 
states, and his wife did not die in conse- 
quence of the eviction.

Hebrew Paupers Come in Droves. 

While an. anonymous effort is being made 
to array some classes against the immigra- 
tion officials because of the strict manner 
of enforcing the laws, the United Hebrew 
Charities is protesting against the importa- 
tion of Hebrew paupers. Ina report issued 
yesterday the society shows that there have 
been 5,603 new applicants for charity during 
the last year from among Hebrew immi-

Health Department Tikes Hopeful View 


of Local Conditions—Further Experi- 
ments with Lemon Juice Successful. 


‘With an abnormally high death rate for 


December the health department says there 


are indications that the climax has been 


reached, and that a lowering rate may be 


expected. This condition would be helped 
materially, it is said, by a good blanket of 
snow or steady freezing weather. | 

“During the seven days ended last Sat- 
urday,’’ says the Weekly Bulletin, ‘ 628 
deaths were reported, an increase of thirty 
over the previous week and 12) over the cor- 
responding week last year. The causes show- 
ing the greatest increase are pneumonia, 


bronchitis, consumption, diseases.of the heart 


and of the nervous system, and the deaths 
from violence; including suicide. Of vio- 
lent deaths forty-five were reported, as com- 


pared with only nineteen for the previous.

‘* The estimate of 26,384 deaths for the year, 
made Dec. 31, proved to be seventy-one too 
few, and the annual death rate for 1902 is 
14.53 per 1,000 of population, instead of 14.49, 
as announced on New Year's morning.

The steel is the 
largest corporation in the world, and jf it is 
‘willing to be at considerable expense to im- 
prove the relations between itself and its em- 
ployés there may be expected to follow sim- 
ilar plans by other) corporations. 

The Pennsylvania company is credited 
with voluntarily increasing the wages of its 
men. But the Pennsylvania has been a 
shrewd and ably managed corporation and 
foresaw the wisdom of offering an increase 
as a gift rather than yielding it as a conces- 
sion. “The situation was ripe for a success- % 
ful strike because of the increase in the cost 
of living and the increase in earhings of the 
railroad which the employés did not share. 
Note how quickly the other railroads fol- 
lowed the Pennsylvania.. Their action 
showed how vulnerable they considered their 
position should a wage contest arise.

Wholesalers were anticipating a week of 

the usual holiday dullness, but purchasers 


came in about the normal number in many 
lines. ‘The change in freight rates acceler- 
ated trade in some branches, especially 
among the heavier classes of goods. Néw 
wage scales had given to some classes of em- 
ployés a greater purchasing ability and this 
was felt in wholesale circles through the 
increased —— of retailers. Buying was 
not in the least retarded by any apprehension 
as to the stability of prices, all staples being 
on @ firm basis, the strength of values being 
the chief feature of the closing of the old 
year and the opening of the new in all lines 
of merchandise, 

In iron and steel|the week was marked by 
large transactions involving future delivery 
a branch of the business which was virtual] 
at a standstill for some little time previous, 
owing to uncertainty in values and other’ 
elements of doubt.| There seemed to be no 
note of discord during the week and nego- 
tiations went on between mill men and con- 
sumers with evident confidence. Asin other 
lines the traditional holiday inactivity was 
not observable, trade by no means being sub- 
merged as in the past: Pipe was unusually 
active for the séason, construction work was a 
considerable factor, and there were inquiries 
for material for railway construction involv- 
ing large expenditures.

Building operations were of course 
hampered by the weather conditions and the 
retail yards did but little and made less calls 
on the wholesalers. The lack of transporta- 
tion facilities was also a factor of importance 
in restricting trade, the volume being materi- 
ally lessened by the inability of shippers to 
secure cars. The diversion of all available 
conveyances to the coal carrying trade was 
in a large measure responsible for the marked 
ear shortage of the week. There were no 
marked changes in prices, the market con- 
tinuing on the same firm and satisfactory 
basis as during the closing month of the year. 


Excitement in Coal Trade. 


The public taok a deep interest in the coal 
situation during the last week, the press 
comment given to several features of the 
business serving to draw attention and 
cause an apprehension of a general coal 
famine. There was an ration in the 
public mind as to the extent of the tempo- 
rary shortage, which was largely due to 
the fact that little work was done by the 
miners in territory contiguous to Chicago. 
. Consequently but a small proportion of the 
normal produétion was taken out of the 
mines. Work, however, will be resumed 
to. day and no fears of an abundant supply 
of Lllinois and India coal need be enter- 
tained, In anthracite there was [Iittle 
change from a week ago. The advance of 
Dec. 24 of 50c a ton brought the price from 
the companies to $7.00 f. o. b. Chicago, which 
still prevails. Local yards have no regular 
price, the minimum being about $10 a ton, 
and some dealers asking as high as $15 or 
$16. Estimates are to the effect that about 
one-tenth of the demand is met, that is, the 
yards could book fully ten times the amount 
of orders that they will accept. Serious de- 
lays occur in transportation, cars being on 
the way from the mines from two to four 
weeks, congestion at terminal points some- 
times causing even a longer period to elapse 
before the coal: reaches this city. In bi- 
tuminous coal the roads are putting forth 
greater efforts to relieve the situation and 
there was no advance in price during the 
week. The market is almost bare of smoke- 
less fuels, Pocahontas being apparently un- 
obtainable and lump would sell readily at 
$7.00 f. o. b. Chicago. Hocking Valley is m 
‘strong demand, the list price being $5.00, but 
cases were known during the week where 
$5.50 was paid, with a few cases as high as 
$5.75. Indiana block.sold around $4.50 and 
Sullivan and Green county lump was held 
at $4.00 f. o. b. Chicago. Southern Illinois 
coals were in‘ fair supply, but the demand 
caused the price to hold firm at high figures. 

The week was a surprise to dry goods deal- 
ers, indeed Chicago wholesalers were unpre- 
pared for the business that developed. Dur- 
ing no closing week of the year previously 
had trade come fn the volume which was 
shown and the sales were by no means con- 
fined to filling up or reorder trade. Gen- 
erous bills for immediate wants and future 
trade were the rule and the demand for 
goods of the better quality still continued, 
Prices held firm and the tendency to ad- 
vance In some lines probably influenced coun- 
try merchants to some extent in making 
these unusual purchases. 


Wheat Loses Ground. 


The January break in wheat, supposed 
to be as certain as the calendar, started in 
early enough in 1903 to suit the most faith- 
ful slave of tradition. In fact, it started the 
last days of December, but kept going from 
the first trading minute of the new year. 
The week end left the May delivery at T5c, 
a loss of 2c for the week, over half of it 
in the last two days, and of 3%c from the 
high point in December. 

The weakness in cash wheat was even more 
pronounced, the lack of shipping demand 
causi a sharper break in, December and 
sales January at 4c discount under May; 
3%c under at the close of business Saturday, 
compared with a December discount of 2\%c 
the week before. 

The Argentine prospect and reported in- 
as offerings of wheat by Russia, where 
al crop was grown, have made foreign 

importing countries indifferent buyers, and 
exports from this country have fallen off. 
Receipts of spring wheat have not decreased 
as much as expected compared with those 
of last year, but receipts of winter: wheat 
keep larger. Even the domestic flour de- 
mand has been slower of late, and the result 


| of these conditions has been a gradual in- 


crease in stocks at distributing centers. 
While receipts here have not been heavy, 
high freight rates and scarcity of cars have 
kept them all here. This lack of a shipping 
demand has been one of the most discourag- 
ing features to holders and had a marked 
influence in changing speculative sentiment. 
There has been more confident short selling 
on the decline, the one thing supposed to be 
needed to bring about a further advance, but 


to disturb the confidence of the bears. 

Corn values felt the influence of the gov- 
ernment crop estimate of a yield of 2,543,000, - 
000 bu and cash corn was weak, losing 3c 
to 4c, largely because it was harder to get 
cars to ship east than it was to bring corn 

from the west to this market. A break in 
‘December, which went out at 44c, affected 
other deliveries. The May was relatively 
steady, however, losing only %-%c for the 
week, and. is still low; compared with cash 
values, so that a further readjustment is 
likely. | 

The price tendency in oats was slightly 
downward, the May delivery selling at 34\%c 
early in the week and down to 33\4c on Sat- 
urday. The close was %4@%c lower than 
the previous week. As in all other grains, 
the holdings interfered with trade volume, 
and it is doubtful if sentiment generally is 
as bullish on the deferred delivery as it has 
been. All pit indications are that the buy- 
ing is not of as good a character as a few 
weeks ago. Noris shipping inquiry as sharp, 
though fair quantities move eastward when 
the cash market becomes soft. ! 

In the provision list the feature was the 
congested conditions which developed in the 
January pork delivery. This sold up from 
$17.20 a week ago to $18.05 on Friday, react- 
ing to $17.00 on Saturday, closing $17.30. The 
small stock of pork deliverable on January 
contracts is.said to be controlled entirely 
by a packing interest. 

Lard prices are about 25c lower than a 
week ago without anything of an impor- 
tant character having entered the market. 
In ribs the decline was slightly less. The 
feature generally was an increase of 30,500,- 
000 Ibs of cut meats during the month of 
December.

FIRST BANK STATEMENT OF YEAR 
_ PLEASES WALL STREET. 


Brighter Prospects in Money Encour- 
age Speculators Who Wait for Sup- 
ply of Funds to Revive Trading—Et- 
fect Is Felt in Saturday’s Dealings—

YORK, Jan. 8.—[Special.}—The first 

bank statement of the new year came in the 

nature of an agreeable surprise far exceed- 
ing the most favora@le preliminary esti- 
mates. Surplus reserve rose $3,644,650 on all 
deposits and $3,631,100 on deposits other than 
those of the United States. Measured by the 
old standard, the banks now hold $10,193,850 
in excess of legal requirements, and exclud- 
ing government deposits, the surplus is $20,- 
233,900. The figures are calculated to inspire 
confidence in an easing up in money. 

The bank statement had a beneficiad effect 
on Saturday's stock market, which recovered 
sharply after early weakness, in which some 
of the leading railways lost from 1 to 1% 
points. The specially strong points at the 
close were United States Steel preferred 
and Tennessee Coal and Iron. The market 
left off with irregular net changes, within 
moderate limits in most issues. 

Now that the usual annual reviews have 
been digested ands hopeful feeiing,as to the 
future has grown out of them, speculative 
Wall street is anxiously. awaiting the mate- 
rialization of a sufficient amount of funds to 
carry on @ campaign in the stock market in 
consonance with the extreme optimism that 
prevails, 

Taking a cursory glance at the situation it 
may be said that railroad earnings generally 
are satisfactory, and the coal roads show a 
marked recuperation im the anthracite re- 
gions from the effects of the strike; trade 
halts to a much smaller extent than usual on 
the transferring accounts from one year to 
another; industries are actively employed 
and the slackening of operations ich in 
former years was such a feature at thissea- 
s0n is lacking, and commodity prices are well 
maintained. ~ 

There is unusual interest in the immediate 
future of the mionetary situation. It is an 
undeniable fact that money is being returned 
to bank vaults and withdrawals of Christmas 
funds came back in volume, while there was 
considerable augmentation of the cash re- 
sources’ from the holiday expenditures on 
the part of people who have been hoarding 
sto sOme time and also from the interior 

nflux. 

The interior movement is really the pivotal 
point in the situation. Last week much of 
the currency gained from out of ‘town was 
for the purpose ef meeting corporate interest 

and dividend obligations at this center. 

The all important question of the final re- 
turn in quantity of funds from the crop re- 
gions remains somewhat in doubt, but it 
would seem as if another week ought to make 
the matter plainer. ;

GRAIN IS HELD BACK FROM 
"WINTER FLEET OF VESSELS. 


Conditions in the Market Are Such That. 


Ship Owners Suffer Loss of Usual 
Storage Busin 

lysis has taken possession of the ves- 
sel business in Chicago so far as winter 
chartering is concerned. Not a ship has 
gone to the elevators to load grain since the 
close of navigation, and it is said there is 
no business in sight before Feb. 1. In other 
years a good sized fleet has been loaded by 
this time and the grain afloat has amounted 

to millions of bushels. 

The main cause of the change is the pecu- 
liar condition of the grain market. Corn 
on hand is selling for more than it can be 
bought for in the pits for delivery next May, 
and instead of there being.a profit in storing 
the grain for delivery in the spring there 
is a loss. Wheat, of course, is held in the 
elevators as long as possible for storage 
charges, and there is no inducement for load- 
ing oats just now into vessels. 

In the absence of business no rates’ have 
been made. Some vesselmen say that if a 
shipper asked them to name a rate it would 
be 3 cents a bushel on wheat for winter 
storage and freight to Buffalo in the spring. 

Accounts of vessels owned in Chicago and 
engaged in general lake trade have been 
made up for 1902. As nearly as can be 
learned, the best profit of steamers carry- 
ing about 3,000 tons have been 10 per cent. 
The lowest dividends on that class of ships 
are 2% per cent. It is said that the average 
for the year was about 8 per cent. 

Steamers carrying from 2,000 to 2,500 tons 
and engaged in general trade have not much 
more than come out even. Some cases were 
found where there was a loss on the year’s 
business.
